In the event that the employee declares a value greater than the base valuation, a Full 
Value Protection Service Shipment Charge of $.085 per $100 will apply on that portion 
of the valuation declared in excess of the shipments released value of $5.00 times the 
weight.

In the event that the employee declares a value greater than the base valuation, a Full 
Value Protection Service Storage Liability charge of $0.18 per $100 will apply on that 
portion of the valuation declared in excess of shipments released at full value of $5.00 
times the weight.
